Boston, Mass, March 20—(U.R)— 
The nav y worked today so that 
the 40 men who died in the sub­ 
marine S-4 shall not hav e giv en 
their liv es entirely in v ain. 
The S-4. in dry dock here af­ 
ter three months on the ocean 
floor off 
Prov incetown, 
had 
y ielded the final eight bodies not 
recov ered by div ers, and p rov id­ 
ed the full story of what hap ­ 
p ened on Dec. 17 last when the 
S-4 was rammed by the cutter 
Paulding. 
The 
official 
inv estigating 
board entered the hull again to­ 
day and from the mute ev idence 
there, the nav y hop es to comp ile 
data that will p rov e inv aluable in 
future disasters of the kind. 
* 
The p reliminary inv estigation 
furnished much information on 
the death of the 40 men. Of Par­ 
amount interest was that they 
died p ea *ful deaths. Most 
of 
them ap 
x ently slip p ed 
into 
unconsc 
\ness 
from 
p artial 
asp hix iati I and died without 
awakening. 
All were aliv e for a consider­ 
able p eriod after the sinking of 
the S-4. The six in the torp edo 
room liv ed the longest. 
They 
headed by Lieut. Graham 
N. 
Fitch, for three day s maintained 
communication with those who 


tried to rescue them by signal- 
tap p ing on the hull. 
The sp ot where Fitch 
had 
worn the p aint off the hull by 
his rap p ings was silent testimony 
to his v alor. 
Ox y gen still remained in one 
of the tanks, showing clearly 
that Fitch had been sav ing 
it 
as a last resort and that 
the 
end must hav e come to him un­ 
aware, so that he nev er had the 
chance to use it. 
The hole the Paulding cut in 
the submarine was about 
one 
foot by three, not believ ed suf­ 
ficient to sink the v essel. 
It was believ ed that when the 
collision came the ap p aratus of 
the S-4 was set for a 
“crash 
div e” and she sank down of her 
own accord, due to the flooding 
of her ballast tanks. Then, 
it 
seemed, the men were 
driv en 
from the control room, either by 
chlorine gas from the batteries 
or fumes from burning electrical 
insulation. The 34 men aft and 
amidship s sealed themselv es in 
the two aft comp artments, where 
they died. 
The board of ex p erts, 
under 
Cap t. J. D. Wilson, will sp end a 
week or more in its surv ey .

will be joined by Secretary 
of 
the Nav y Wilbur. 


Thomas H. Adams, Rep ublican 
candidate for gov ernor will use 
WLW Wednesday night at nine 
o’clock to sp eak to the p eop le of 
Indiana in his camp aign for 
clean gov ernment.

Indianap olis, March 20—(U R)— 
George V. Coffin, p rominent in 
Indiana p olitics for y ears, and 
Marion county rep ublican chair­ 
man since 1924, has announced 
he will not seek re-election 
as 
head of Marion County rep ubli­ 
cans. 
Coffin said he would call re­ 
p ublican factional leaders toget­ 
her after the coming p rimary el­ 
ection in an effort to agree on a 
non-factional rep ublican to take 
ev er his job. 
Coffin will go to trial early in 
May on a charge of attem p ting 
to bribe former Gov ernor Warren 
T. McCray . He was named as a 
co-defendant with Gov . Ed Jack­ 
son, who recently was acquitted 
on the grounds that the statute 
of limitations had outlawed p ro­ 
secution on the charges. 
Jackson obtained a sep arate 
trial and the judge 
ruled that 
the state had failed to show 
concealment for the length 
of 
time which outlaws conv iction. 
Howev er, Prosecutor William 
H. Remy , in announcing 
he 
would bring Coffin to trial, said 
he 
had

WATER POWER IN INDIANA STILL 
REMAINS AN INDUSTRIAL FACTOR 


Indianap olis, March 20—(U.R)— 
Power dev elop ment 
from 
the 
streams of Indiana in p lants of 
100 horsep ower or more, amounts 
to 5 6,5 21 horsep ower, according 
to a surv ey by the U. S., Geologi- 
cil Surv ey , in co-op eration with 
Dr? W. N. Logan, state geologist 
for the Indiana 
Conserv ation 
dep artment. 
The inv estigation showed there 
were 26 p lants op erating in In­ 
diana which dev elop ed 
more 
than 100 horse-p ower. Of these, 
17 were classed as p ublic utility 
and municip al industries, and 
dev elop ed 
5 0,620 
horsep ower, 
while nine were classed as m an­ 
ufacturing and 
miscellaneous 
p lants and dev elop ed 5 ,901 horse­ 
p ower. 
The amount of 
horse-p ower 
dev elop ed, the rep ort said, does 
not rep resent the total amount, 
for many mills in Indiana run by 
waterp ower, dev elop ing less than 
100 horse ?p ower, were not con­ 


sidered, 
according to Richard 
Lieber, conserv ation director. 
The surv ey estimated the p o­ 
tential water p ower resources of 
Indiana as 45 ,000 
horse-p cwer 
av ailable 90 p ercent of the time, 
and 145 ,000 horse-p ower av ail­ 
able 5 0 p ercent of 
the 
time. 


Indianap olis, March 20—(U.R)— 
Prohibition is losing p ublic senti­ 
ment in Indiana at an “alarming 
rate,” Indiana p rohibition p arty 
leaders in conv ention here ad­ 
mitted today . The leaders were 
here to nominate a slate for the 
fall election. 
“If we go for the nex t ten 
y ears as we hav e for the 
last 
eight, we are in danger of losing 
the p rohibition am endm ent” de­ 
clared F. W. Lough, of Indiana­ 
p olis, former state chairman of 
the p rohibtion p arty and now7 
state sup erintendent of the No- 
Tobacco league. 
Other sp eakers were in agree­ 
ment with Lough’s 
assertion. 
They dep lored lax law enforce­

Th is m an states today , in giving advice to 
y oung people, th a t th ere is so much room at th e 
top in business today , th a t men already th ere 
ieel lonesome. 


Here in Rush ville, and th e same is true in 
rvery community , we look around us and see 
y oung people wh o h ave ben content to take jobs, 
and wh o h ave failed to display th e proper de­ 
term ination. 


Th e open road to failure, according to suc­ 
cessful business man, is th e tendency to “get by .” 
Th e y oung m an wh o starts out to “get by ” in h is 
job is already cut out to be a second rater. Yet, 
in th e offices and factories th ere are th ousands 
of workers wh ose sole idea is to produce as little 
as possible, to watch th e clock and to just “get 
by .”

CEDAR TREES AND MOTHS 
Th e little m oth s th at are so common in al­ 
most every h ouseh old are credited with h aving

h undred million dollars a

“felled” in th e forests of Lebanon by fourscore 
th ousand “h ewers” — wh o today would be looked 
upon as lumberjacks. 
History h as brough t cedar down th rough th e 
ages with an untarnish ed record. 
In Leviticus, 
cedar is noticed for th e cleansing of leprosy ; it is 
known to h ave entered into th e my steries of 
ancient embalming. 
Bacon said th e wood would 
rem ain 
sound a th ousand 
y ears. Cedars 
are 
sy mbolical of stateliness, power, strength and 
longevity , and are very appropriately found in 
our cemeteries today . 
So with all of th e vast uses of cedar, brough t 
down th rough th e ages, it is now being used as 
a weapon against th e h ouseh old insects wh ich 


destroy such a vast am ount of wearing apparel 
and oth er m aterial each y ear.

THE ETERNAL FEMININE 
Every once in a wh ile some 
old-fash ioned 
person stands up on h is h ind legs and lets out a 
bitter y awp about th e sh amelessness of th e pres­ 
ent 
generation of women and, 
especially , th e
